It is damp, and there is m 
opportunity given for the aroma o 
the tobacco to evaporate and dry out 
Our cigars are then packed in boxes 
and placed iu tho hold of tho steam 
er, where they stay five days on 
their journey to New York. Cigars 
on a sea voyage get seasick, the same 
as a person, aud give out a greasy 
slime. When the cigars first arrive 
in New York they are not fit to be 
set out, but must be exposed to thi 
air for 10 days until the slime evapo 
rates.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

been badly needed. 


For some time the matter created 


xmsideraole Interest, and those who 
were endeavoring to get the iostitu- 


established made very favorable 


irogress and the amount of $260 in 
cash was raised arid a t'uud for a hos- 
pital created. 


A subscription list was also started 


and was headed with » donation of 
(500 from the Solar Beflnery compa- 
ny. This was. followed with liberal 
subscriptions by many citizens and 
justness men. Several meetings were 
leld, at which officers were elected 
and committees appointed. 
A con- 


stitution and set of by-laws were also 
drafted and adopted, but until lately 
nothing further has been heard of the 
movement. 


Among the originators and prime 


workers in the matter was Mr. G. F. 
Southard, who was, at the time, vice 
president and treasurer of the Solar 
Refinery company, and Rev. A. L. 
Frazlcr, at -that time pastor of the 
Christ Episcopal church. Both of 
these gentlemen were full of energy 
and to them a great deal of credit is
